TEL AVIV (Ri — Israeli Arabs will east more iofes than ever for 
predominantly Arab lists in Nov. 1 general elections at the expense of 
Israel's Labour Party, according in an opinion poll published 1 
Monday. The poll, in the newspaper Yediot Aharonot, said Israel's 
600.000-strong Arab minority would elect nine members of parlia- 
ment from Arab parlies and five from Jc wish-dominated parlies. 
There arc 120 scats in Israel's parliament. Labour will get two seats 
from Arab voters compared to four it got in the IWM elections, 
according to the poll conducted by the Arab weekly Kol AI Arab and 
the Tdsekcr polling firm. 

Pinochet vows to stay in power until 1990 

SANTIAGO iRl — Chilean military leader General Augusto Pinochet 
said Sunday he has ruled out opposition demands for constitutional 
reforms and would not step down until March of 1990 following his 
defeat in a plebiscite on his 15-year-old government. In a television 
interview, Pinochet ruled out opposition demands for reforms in the 
country's constitution which allows him to continue in power another 
17 months after losing a bid for a new eight-year term in Wednesday's 
plebiscite. 

Greek council rules Arab’s extradition 

ATHENS (AP) — A judicial council Monday decided in favour of 
extraditing a Palestinian accused of a bomb blast aboard a PanAm 
jetliner in 1982. Defense lawyers however, appealed to the Areos 
Pagos, Greece's supreme court, to revoke the extradition decision of 
39-year-old Mohammad Rashid. The country's highest judicial body 
will hear the case within a month. 

Israel seeks to raise Moscow mission level 

TEL AVIV (Rl — Israel is seeking to raise the level of its first mission 
in the Soviet Union since 1967 by appointing a senior diplomat to head 
the consular delegation, a foreign ministry official said Monday. He 
said Israel would in the near future seek Soviet approval for Arye 
Levine, who has the rank of a deputy director-general of the ministry, 
lo replace First Secretary Miron Gordon as bead of the mission. 

VassiHou begins visit to France 

PARIS (APf — Cyprus President Georges Vassilkw met Monday with 
President Francois Mitterrand at the start of a two-day official visit to 
France. During his stay VassBiou also will see other lop officials 
including Prime Minister Michel Rocard. Vassiliou was expected to 
bring the French up to date on U.N.-sponsored talks he has been 
holding with Turkish Cypriot leader Raouf Denktash aimed at 
reaching a settlement to reunite the war-partitioned island. 

Ethiopian president starts Syrian visit 

DAMASCUS f K» — Ethiopian President Meugistu Haile Mariam 
arrived Monday for an official visit to Syria, surprising diplomats 
here who believe Syria supports rebels in the northern province of 
Eritrea. Officials said the visit, the first by an Ethiopian leader lo 
Syria, comes at the invitation of Syrian President Hafez AI Assad. 

Race-based polls begin in South Africa 

JOHANNESBURG iRl — South Africa, facing defiant calls from 
church and anti-apartheid groups to boycott race-based municipal 
elections, declared polling booths open Monday well in advance of the 
Oct. 26 vote. "Voters who cannot or don't want to vote on election 
day. Oct. 26. may make use of prior votes. The strict regulations 
governing special or postal votes in parliamentary elections don’t 
apply,” state-run radio news reported. 

Moscow: Only 12 held for political offences 

MOSCOW IRI — A Soviet Foreign Ministry official Monday disputed 
western estimates of political prisoners in bis country saying only 
about a dozen people were serving sentences Tor political offences. 
Alexei Glukhov, deputy head or the Foreign Ministry’s humanitarian 
and cultural contacts department, said that all those being held had 
committed offences against Soviet law. the TASS news agency 
reported. 

Rocket attacks on Kabul kill five 

KABUL tAP) — Guerrillas fired rockets at the capital during the 
night, killing five or six people, a government official said Monday. 
The muffled boom of rockets was heard intermittent!) throughout the 
night in Kabul, starting about an hour after sundown Sunday. The 
government official said he did not know how many people were 
injured and could not provide further details (Kabul jittery, page 5). 

Sudan’s minister thanks Iraq 

BAGHDAD (Kl — Visiting Sudanese Defence Minister Abdul Maged 
Haraed Khalil Monday personally thanked Iraqi Prpidenl Saddam 
Hussein for sending aid to famine and flood stricken Sudan, the Iraqi 
News Agency (IN At said. Khalil is the first top-level Sudanese official 
lo visit Baghdad since Sudan accused an Iraqi diplomat of the murder 
of dissident Iraqi leader Mahdi AI Hakim in Khartoum in January. 
Iraq denied the accusation, which it said was fabricated by pro- 
Iranian circles, and withdrew its ambassador. Relations have since 
steadily improved. 

Sudan asks UNICEF to stop work 

KHARTOUM (R» — The Sudanese government has told UNICEF to 
Stop distributing relief aid t« areas in south Sudan controlled by the 
rebel Sudan People’s Liberation Array tSPLA), a senior government 
official said Monday. The government had information that UNICEF 
(the U.N. Children’s Fund) and some smaller relief agencies were 
operating in SPLA-heM areas along the Kenyan border, he told 
Reuters. He said relief to the south, where the war against the rebels 
has created widespread famine, should be handled bj the Internation- 
al Committee of the Red Cross fJCKCl. 

Papandreou leaves London hospital 

LONDON (R) — Greek Prime Minister Andreas Papandreou left a 
London hospital Monday following heart surgery last month. His 
long-time companion, former Olympic Airways stewardess Dimitra 
Lfcrai, was at his side as he left for a London hotel. A Greek embassy 
spokesman said Papandreou, 69. could be back at work within 12 
days. He would stay at the hotel for about 10 days before flying home. 
“We are talking in terms of a very, very speedy recovery,” the 
spokesman said. 


Benjedid pledges 
political reforms 


ALGIERS (Agencies) — Algerian President 
Chadli Benjedid Monday promised wide- 
ranging political reform in an attempt to end 
nearly a week of riots. 


But he said in a nationwide 
television address that the econo- 
mic austerity drive which sparked 
the trouble would continue and 
he pledged a firm line against 
what he called sabotage. 

“There will be political reforms 
in all fields... there is a program- 
me being prepared and it will be 
put to the people to decide on.” 
he said. 

The president, speaking slowly 
and calmly for 25 minutes, said 
the reforms would be “total and 
comprehensive" and could even 
change the institutions and con- 
stitutional foundations of the 
Algerian state. 

"They will deal with many of 
our economic and political prob- 
lems... we open the field for real 
nationalist forces lo take part 
without exception," he added. 

“I promise our nation we will 
respect their desire for political 
changes in their widest meaning," 
Benjedid said. 

He told Algerians the country 
was going through dangerous 
times but maintained his govern- 
ment would take a firm line 
against sabotage. He also said 
economic reform measures would 


continue. 

The president hinted that he 
did not wish to stand for rcricc- 
tion at the party congress at the 
end of this year. 

He stressed his own respect for 
the constitution, and said he was 
elected against his will in 1V79. 
Taken together, the two state- 
ments signified his wish to retire, 
since the constitution docs not 
foresee a president serving more 
than two terms. 

It had been widely assumed 
that the party congress would 
amend the constitution to allow 
him lo continue in office. He was 
certain to be reelected as the sole 
candidate for president. 

Benjedid said his government 
would propose the envisaged 
political reforms to a popular 
referendum. 

The speech appeared to have 
been recorded prior to riots Mon- 
day. He said he deeply regretted 
"the material and human losses." 
But he justified the mania! law 
measures imposed to quell it and 
said he would “not allow the 
country fall into anarchy." 

Benjedid swore "to respect the 
popular will and to facilitate the 


rise of young people to the lead- 
ership." But he said these changes 
must take place in a calm atmos- 
phere. 

"We have the courage to rec- 
ognise our mistakes and to res- 
tore the situation." he said. "I 
would like you to help me." 

In Monday's riots, security 
forces caused dozens of casual- 
ties, including some deaths, when 
they opened fire to disperse an 
illegal protest march called by 
Muslim militants, eyewitnesses 
said. 

Before Monday’s clashes, un- 
official estimates of the death toll 
sinee rioting started last Tuesday 
have varied from !0(J up to 200. 
hut no official casualty figures 
have been released. 

Monday's march was called by 
Muslim Brotherhood leader Ali 
Belhadj who later sought to have 
it cancelled ahead of the televised 
speech by Benjedid. 

During the day. most down- 
town offices were dosed down 
and traffic reduced to a trickle in 
the city . 

But before the latest incident 
erupted in Bub AI Oued. the 
government made a last-moment 
effort to improve the supply of 
consumer goods. 

Early Monday morning, large 
stocks of flour, butter and cook- 
ing oil were delivered to retailers, 
both state-operated stores and 
private shops. 


Jordan outlines AI Wihdah 
project to financing agencies

AMMAN — Water and Irriga- 
tion Minister Ahmad Dakhqan 
Monday urged international 
agendes to expedite the process 
of financing more than half the 
cost of building a planned S440 
million AI Wihdah dam on the 
border with Syria. 

■Jordan needs AJ Wihdah 
(dam) now and that cannot be 
siressed enough." the minister 
told a meeting attended by finan- 
cial, technical and construction 
experts from seven countries and 
six development and finunring 
agencies. "Our government has 
taken all the steps necessary to 
accelerate the completion of this 
vital project." 

Speaking at the opening ses- 
sion of three-day "donors" meet- 
ing here. Dakhqan said the dam 
would increase irrigated farming 
in the Jordan Valley, supply 50 
million cubic metres of water per 


year to the Amman-Zarqa area 
and Eastern Heights and gener- 
ate electricity to satisfy the King- 
dom’s future needs. 

The construction cost of the 
project is estimated at JD 127.9 
million. The total investment cost 
of the 100-metre high raisaWe 
dam is estimated at JD 176 mil- 
lion. 

Dakhqan said the funding re- 
quirement in foreign currency 
was estimated at JD 99. J million. 

He stressed that as the pro- 
jected demand for water in Jor- 
dan will far outstrip the potential 
supply, "the construction of vi- 
able projects such as A I Wihdah 
dam become imperative." 

A contract for the construction 
of the dam’s diversion tunnel was 
awarded Aug. 21 and work has 
begun and is scheduled for com- 
pletion by Sept. I, 1989. 

Dakhqan told reporters Jordan 
wanted financing agencies attend- 
ing the conference to lend up to 
£26(1 million of the dam's total 
cost of S44D million, wirh the 
treasury paying the rest. 


The dam, first conceived as 
early as 1956. will be build in the 
northern area of Maqarin to store 
the waters of the Yarmouk River, 
a tributary of the Jordan River. 

Under an agreement signed be- 
tween Jordan and Syria in 
September last year, the King- 
dom, heading towards water 
shortages in the next decade, will 
use all the dam's water for drink- 
ing or irrigation while Syria will 
get 75 per cent of generated 
hydro-electric power. 

Officials at the meeting told the 
Jordan Times the financing for 
the project from foreign agencies 
had already been secured in prin- 
ciple and that the present meeting 
was "more or less a formality.” 
"There is no doubt about 
financing," one official stressed. 
Financing agencies include the 
World Bank and the United 
States Agency for International 
Development (USAID). 

Planning Minister Taher Ka- 
naan said in an opening speech at

The army said eight other pro- 
testers were wounded Sunday, 
but hospital officials put the num- 
ber at 23. Sunday's violence in- 
creased the casualty toll of the 
past three days tu nine dead and 
more than 7U wounded. 


Soviet Union, France 
agree to boost ties 


PARIS (R) — France and the 
Soviet Union agreed Monday to 
step up tics, fixing a calendar of 
summit meetings between Presi- 
dent Francois Mitterrand and 
Soviet leader Mikhail Gor- 
bachev. 

The agreement was announced 
by Mitterrand’s spokesman after 
a 75-minute meeting between the 
socialist president and visiting 
Soviet Foreign Minister Eduard 
Shevardnadze. 

The spokesman said Mitter- 
rand would visit the Soviet Union 
Nov. 25-26 for talks with Gor- 
bachev and to watch the launch of 
a Soviet rocket with Frenchman 
Jean-Loup Chretien aboard from 
the Baikonur space centre, 
Gorbachev will visit France 
during (he first half of 1989, the 
pokesman said. No date was 


given. 

French officials said the agree- 
ment would restore the system of 
alternate summits, which had 
taken place annually uniil 1986. 

"Both the president of the re- 
public and Mr. Shevardnadze 
considered it would be a good 
thing to return to alternate sum- 
mit meetings,” an official at the 
presidential palace said. 

The official said, however, 
there was no binding agreement 
to hold the summits every year. 

The yearly summits were 
broken off because of differences 
over various issues including arms 
control as well the confused poli- 
tical situation in France during 
the past two years, when Mitter- 
rand ruled in uneasy tandem with 
a conservative government. 


In their leaflet, leaders of the 
uprising called on the United 
Nations to intervene to force 
Israel to reopen schools and uni- 
versities in the occupied territor- 
ies and urged residents to orga- 
nise sit-in demonstrations at fore- 
ign embassies and the U.N. 
offices. Israeli authorities have 
dosed the classrooms. 

The uprising against Israel's 
occupation of the West Bank and 
Gaza Strip entered its 1 1th month 
Sunday. Stores were closed and 
public transportation was para- 
lysed in a general strike to mark 
the anniversary. 

Meanwhile, the number of 
Palestinian casualties climbed. 

The military spokesman said 
the army went on an "offensive" 
and entered more than 30 towns 
and villages to search for suspects 
and make arrests Sunday. 

In protests in the West Bank 
Monday, troops shot and wound- 
ed ai least three Palestinians in 
dashes when they raided the vil- 
lages of AI Til and Bala’a in the 
Tulkarm region to make arrests 
and remuve Palestinian flags and 
slogans. • 

Palestinian sources reported 
four wounded in Bala'a. 

Spontaneous commercial 
strikes were staged in Tulkarm, 
Ramallah and Qalqilya in protest 
at the killing of four Palestinians 
by Israeli troops in Nablus last 
Friday.

Accord seen on Cuban 
withdrawal from Angola 

WASHINGTON <R> — South African, Angolan, Cuban and U.S. 
negotiators have agreed that Cuban troops should be withdrawn 
from .Angola in 24 to 30 months, U.S. officials said Monday. 

Other major issues still must be resolved but the agreement on the 
withdrawal period, reached in New York over the weekend, is a 
significant advance towards a peace settlement in southern Africa, 
they said. 

“On the total length of the withdrawal schedule, it is true that the 
gap has been substantially narrowed," one U.S. official, who 
declined to be idenlified, told Reuters. 

“However, there are other elements of the withdrawal calendar 
where future decisions will be required,” he said. 

These issues are understood to include how fast the majority of 
Cuban troops would be withdrawn and how quickly they would be 
redeployed from Angola’s southern border with Namibia. 

The State Department had no official comment on the latest round 
Of the four-party talks, which are being mediated by U.S. Assistant 
Secretary of State Chester Crocker, 

The United States has estimated there are about 50,000 Cuban 
troops in Angola backing President Jose Eduardo dos Santos's 
government against Jonas Savimbi's U.S. -and South African- 
backed rebel forces. 

South Africa has agreed to implement from Nov. I a one-year 
United Nations plan calling for independence for Namibia, which 
borders Angola to the south, on condition that a plan for a Cuban 
pullout from Angola is agreed first. 


The spokesman said (he lead- 
ership was still working on the 
exact formulation of the inde- 
pendence declaration and on n 
parallel political statement selling 
out the PLO's approach lo a 
Middle East peace settlement. 

"A lot of ground has been 
covered but it is not finalised... 
everything should he decided in 
two or three days." he said. 

Hilal declined to say how f-jr 
the statement was likely to go 
towards an explicit recognition of 
Israel. 

On the idea of j provisional 
government -in-exile, he said the 
PNC would give its Central 
Council and the PLO Executive 
Committee a mandate to form it 
at the appropriate time. 

Other PLO officials have link- 
ed the timing to progress towards 
holding a Middle East peace con- 
ference. 

Another PLO official said 
three members of the Executive 
Commitrec — Mahmoud Abbas. 
Abdullah Hourani and Yasser 
Abed Rabbo — had gone to 
Moscow for consultations with 
the Soviet leadership on the 
PLO’s political initiative. 

The Tunisian news agency 
TAP said Hani AI Hassan.” poli- 
tical adviser to PLO Chairman 
Yasser Arafat, went to Cairo 
Monday for similar consultations 
with Egypt. 

An Israeli spokesman Monday 
derided the PLO decision to de- 
clare an independent state but 
Palestinians living in the occupied 
territories hailed the move. 

“They can declare whatever 
they like, it won't change any-

and will offer a full time course as 
well as a part-time afternoon 
course to accommodate students 
who work in the morning. 

“There is a need for- thorough 
comprehensive training.” said 
Lesley Britton, founder of LMC. 
in an interview during a visit to 
Amman earlier this year. “What 
is most important is the philoso- 
phy behind the Montessori 
method of education. One can 
apply the philosophy using sticks 
and stones, but there is no point 
in having the equipment without 
the philosophy. 

“Ideally, a Montessori school 
should have both, with teachers 
trained in using the equipment 
and applying the philosophy in 
working with the children. 
Teacher training in this method 
of education can be very helpful 
also to those working with chil- 
dren in any setting,” says Britton. 

LMC has trained thousands of 
teachers in London and in several

other countries including the Un- 
ited Stares, . United Arab Emi- 
rates, Bahrain. Singapore, 
Malaysia.

Marks Evans, senior lecturer in 
charge of overseas training, has 
been in Amman since the begin- 
ning of September to oversee the 
start of rhe new centre. 

“Amman will be the first of our 
centres to use Arabic as a 
medium of instruction. The staff 
of the Amman centre have de- 
veloped formats to make equip- 
ment suitable for use in Arabic 
classrooms. All the language and 
mathematics materia] are now 
available in both Arabic and En- 
glish.” he said.

Maria Montessori and 
her legacy 

Maria Montessori (1870-1952), 
was the first woman in Italy to 
become a Doctor of Medicine. In 
January 1906, as a favour to a 
friend, she took on an unlikely 
task for a woman of her profes- 
sion and stature — setting up a 
facility for the care of children of 
poor industrial workers, in the 
reconstructed San Lorenzo area 
of Rome. 

They were too young to go to 
school and were said to be vanda- 
lising the tenement building 
where they lived, while their pa- 
rents were at work. The two 
young women she put in charge 
gave her astonishing reports of 
their reactions to educational 
apparatus placed at their dispos- 
al. (Originally designed for older 
mentally handicapped children). 

Montessori's observations of 
these children, their needs and 
their potential gave birth to a 
philosophy and method of self- 
motivated. experience-oriented 
education known as the Montes- 
sori Method. Its influence on 
education in the twentieth cen- 
tury has been significant. Montes- 
sori was one of the first to recog- 
nise the absorbent minds and 
other unconscious powers of the 
young children and their value in 
the educational process. 

The image of the child Montes- 
sori saw and presented to the 
world was that of a human being 
in the process of development, 
with a natural potential for spon- 
taneous education. 

Her conclusions were that early 
childhood development occurred 
according to universal patterns, 
and that it could be maximised by 
means of carefully prepared en- 
vironment, manipulative didactic 
equipment and guidance from 
specially trained adults. 

The typical Montessori clas- 
sroom is structured to make the 
apparatus easily accessible to the 
■children, so that they can choose 
their own activities, and move 
freely to cany them out and 
interact freely with their environ- 
ment and people in it. 

The ground rules for discipline 
in this system are based on re- 
spect for oneself, other people 
and things in the environment, 
and applies to both the children 
and the adults in the classroom

“community.” 

The teachers act as guides, and 
are trained not only to present 
activities to the children but also 
to observe them closely. One of 
the hallmakrs of the Montessori 
Method is the emphasis on the 
development of independence 
and self discipline in young chil- 
dren. which in turn builds up 
self-esteem and provides them 
with a basis to function within 
society. 

Children in a Montessori. clas- 
sroom can be seen carrying out 
tasks pertaining to their everyday 
lives such as cutting vegetables, 
pouring, polishing shoes with real 
child sized implements, rather 
than pretending to do these tasks 
with toys. 

Education through the senses is 
also an important part of the 
method. All the physical prop- 
erties in the environment has 
been presented in scientifically 
designed apparatus that children 
find irresistible . These sensorial 
activities, while holding their im- 
mediate interest, also prepare 
them for writing, reading and 
mathematics, as well as social and 
environmental studies. They 
serve as a basis for creative ex- 
pression. 

These subjects are also pre- 
sented through sensorial activities 
during the preschool years of 3-6, 
at the stage when children are 
most ready for the easy acquisi- 
tion of written language, and math 
concepts. They are a part of the 
Montessori curriculum as an 
answer to the need that young 
children have to master these 
aspects of the world they live in. 

Exiled from her native Italy by 
the Fascists for refusing to 
cooperate in their effort to indoc- 
trinate children, Montessori 
travelled extensively, giving lec- 
tures and teacher training courses 
worldwide. 

Her philosophy and method of 
education relfects Gandhian in- 
fluence in its non-violence, com- 
munity and cosmic consciousness, 
and a commitment to promoting 
world peace. She recognised the 
role of children and their educa- 


tion in -the future of the world. 

In an education that helps peo- 
ple develop a positive self con- 
cept and a respert for all the earth 
and its inhabitants, Montessori 
saw new hope in the war torn 
world of her day. 

“The significance of the Mon- 
■ tessori Method for today's world 
is that most countries are certain- 
ly aware of the need for pre-sbool 
education. Developing countries 
are in the process of formulating

curricula and deciding on the 
form of training for teachers, and 
are in most cases floundering, not 
knowing what to offer,” Britton 
said. “Montessori happens to be 
a proven method. It has influ- 
enced every other type of pre- 
school education. It applies to 
any culture, because it is based on 
a set of educational principles 
that relate to the universal as well 
as the cultural needs of children,” 
Britton added. 
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Taking sculpture 
to the people

AMMAN — This summer. 
Trinity College, Dublin was 
the scene of a three-day Inter- 
national Conference on Sculp- 
ture, a mammoth event both in 
size and scope. Organised by 
the Sculptor’s Society of Ire- 
land and the Irish Arts Coun- 
cil, the conference, whose 
theme was all aspects of Public 
Sculpture, attracted more than 
300 participants from many re- 
lated walks of life and from all 
over the world. Among the 60 
speakers invited to give talks 
was local sculptress Sarnia 
Zaru. 

A graduate in Fine Arts 
from the American University 
of Beirut, Mrs. Zaru is an 
active and prolific artist whose 
work over the years has 
attracted international atten- 
tion and earned her the invita- 
tion to speak at the confer- 
ence The theme of her talk 
centred on the development of 
the art movement in Palestine 
tracing its roots back as far as 
1750 when a young stone car- 
ver from Bethlehem went to 
pursue his studies in Italy. 

In her discussion of the more 
contemporary Palestinian 
artists, Mrs. Zaru showed 
slides of the work of the Bad- 
ran brothers, Tawfic As 1 
Sayyed, Mohammad Samarra, 
Hazem Zoubi, as well as de- 
monstrating the influence of 
the sculptor. Kuram Nimri on 
the younger generation of 
artists. Mrs. Zaru also pre- 
sented some of her own work. 

The talk raised many ques- 
tions from an interested audi- 
ence and Mrs. Zaru was glad 
that through her, this part of 
the world had been repre- 
sented at the conference. She 
spent the rest of the time at the 
three-day conference trying to 
attend as many of the o titer 
talks, exhibitions and events as 
possible, feeling that subject of 
Public Sculpture was of great 
importance. 

“The topic is of vital concern 
to us all,” Mrs. Zaru told the 
Jordan Times," andjjarricular : 
ly those concerned . with en- 
vironmental renewal and 
urban improvement. Some of 
the conclusions reached during 
the conference included the 
fact that architecture and - art 
should with, patient en- 
couragement. come together in 
a fruitful collaboration ,v both 


disciplines, and the public they 

are meant to serve, ^ benefitting 

from the process.” 

“With the expansion of cities ■ 
everywhere,” Mrs. Zaru con- ■ - 
tinued, “both upwards and ' ; 
outwards, architects, planners’ 
and developers have been con- ■ 
temporary sculpture as an in- • 
tegral part of their buildings, 
plazas and parks, the sculptor’s . 
vision being seen as a way of 
articulating and dramatising _ . ; 
public spaces as well as adding 
a visual focal point. In re- 
sponse, particularly in the 
West, a new breed of sculptor - 
has emerged capable of in teg- • • 
rating an artist's work into - * - 
contemporary urban spaces.” 

Through her experiences in . . 
Dublin Mrs. Zaru Has been 
able to put forward some prop- ' 
osals for public sculpture that 
should be implemented here in 
Jordan, where very little public 
sculpture of any quality exists ; 
and where certainly there is a 
general no public funding for ■- 
such projects. 

“What we need most in Jor- 
dan is pre-planning for public 
sculptures with the depart- 
ments concerned, and if a 
sculpture is commissioned 
there should be collaboration 
between these departments 
and the architects, the sculp- 
tors, the community organisa- 
tions and landscape architects 
concerned. Such projects, if 
considered, have in the past 
usually been planned and im- 
plemented without consulta- 
tion with these groups. 

Second, there needs to be a 
greater understanding of the 
concept of public art,' mainly 
public sculpture and finally we 
must realise how much public 
art is needed in environmental 
renewal and in the improve- 
ment of public spaces.” 

What Mrs. Zaru saw and 
heard in Dublin has fired her : . ; 
with enthusiasm to work to-, 
wards getting something simi- 
lar to the U.K. Public Art 
Development Trust which 
organises commissions with - 
architects, landscape architects 
and sculptors, here in Jordan.. 

fri the meantime as one of . ■ 
.the first sculptors to have heir. 
work erected in a public place - 
— the family grouping outside ■ 
the Haya Arts Centre in . . 
Shmeisani — Mrs. Zaru, with 
her boundless energy, will cer- 
tainly make sure many more - •. 
public sculptures will grace 
Jordan’s cities in the near fu- 
ture.

Jeddah talks to focus on 


Islamic News Agency 


AMMAN (Petra) — Jordan has 
taken part in a four-day meeting 
in Jeddah, Saudi Arabia, to pre- 
pare for a general conference by 
Islamic information ministers 
which is due to open in (he Saudi 
Arabian city Tuesday. 

The Jordanian delegation to 
the preliminary meeting was led 
by Mr. Trad Al Fayez, Secretary 
General of the Ministry of in- 
formation who returned ro Am- 
man Monduy. 

The meeting has discussed an 
Islamic information strategy, a 
plan for information cooperation 
among Islamic nations, and ways 
to activate the Islamic News 
Agency, Fayez said in a state- 
ment.

Several recommendations have 
been made and referred to the 
ministerial conference on Tues- 
day, Fayez noted.

146 families added on 
list of National Aid Fund 


AMMAN (Petra) — The Nation- 
al Aid Fund last month added 146 
families ro a list of needy people 
receiving regular monthly assist- 
ance, and paid them a total of JD 
2,879, according to N AF Director 
General Khalil Al Fa’ouri. 

Fa’ouri said that each of the 
needy families receive up to JD 
40, depending on their condition. 

A total of 1,388 such families 
were added to the list of needy 
people, qualifying them for 


monthly assistance since the be- 
ginning of 1988, according to 
Fa’ouri. 


He said that the NAF, which 
currently helps some 8,000 needy 
families in Jordan, last month 
offered emergency lump sum 
assistance to six needy families at 
the rate of JD 100 each, and had 
spent JD 10,930 on vocational 
training for heads of needy fami- 
lies in the past nine months. 


Jordan to host seminar

AMMAN (Petra) — The Royal 
Society for Fine Arts will orga- 
nise an international seminar on 
Islamic an on Oct. 18 under the 
patronage of His Royal Highness 
Crown Prince Hassan.

Islamic hospital reduces 
operation, delivery charges 


AMMAN (J.T.) — The Islamic 
hospital has reduced its operation 
and delivery charges by no less 
than 40 per cent according to Al 
Dustour Arabic daily. 

Current fees are as follows: JD 
110 for first class, JD 8U for 
second class, and JD 50 for Third 
Class. Previous fees were JD 160, 
JD 110, JD 75 respectively. 

The gynaecologists and Ob- 
stetricians Society had presented 
a complaint to the doctors’ asso- 


ciation asking for a reinstatement 
of the old fees. 

A hospital source said: "the 
new fees reflect the real costs for 
birth and deliveries so why should 
we burden the people with high 
expenses which they cannot 
take.” 

He expressed hope that con- 
cerned doctors would reduce bur- 
dens on the citizens instead of 
protesting the decision which is 
considered in their favour.

Ministry to promote research 


in agricultural development 


AMMAN (Petra, J.T.) — The Ministry of Agricul- 
ture Monday announced new measures designed to 
promote scientific research to help give impetus to 
agricultural development in the Kingdom, and 
formed three committees to help carry out these 
measures. 


A council in charge of the 
l National Centre for Research and 


the Transfer of Technology, 
(NCRTT), which is affiliated to 
the Ministry of Agriculture, 
announced the formation of a 
technical, research evaluation 
and extension committees which 
will be charged with drawing up 
research programmes, assessing 
research results in order to deter- 
mine the feasibility of their ap- 
plication, and to recommend 
priorities to the council for 
prompt action in agricultural mat- 
ters. 

The council’s meeting was 
held under the chairmanship of 
Agriculture Minister Marwan 
Hmoud who said the council was 


set up in order ro unify the efforts 
of all authorities concerned with 
the agricultural sector.

Meeting 
to propose 
Arab 
women’s 
study group 


AMMAN (J.T.) — The Arab 
Women Scientific Council will 
open a preliminary meeting at 
Amman Plaza Hotel Thursday to 
discuss the establishment of a 
specialised body to be charged 
with conducting studies on the 
status of women in the Arab 
World, according to an 
announcement by the Queen Alia 
Social Welfare Fund (QAF) 
which is sponsoring the meeting. 

The two-day meeting comes in 
response to a call by a number of 
Arab women’s unions, which cal- 
led for the establishment of such 
a body to promote Arab women's 
participation in development, 
according to Dr. Tayseer Abdul 
Jaber, Secretary General of the 
National Population Commitiee, 
who will lead Jordan's delegation 
to the meetings. 

Abdul Jaber said that Arab 
women have not had the oppor- 
tunity yet to play a complete role 
in economic and social en- 
deavours, and that national plans 
in many countries have failed to 
offer services to women on equal 
footing with other sectors. 

Nearly 20 specialists from 
seven Arab states in addition to 
some from Arab and internation- 
al organisations will take part in 
the coming meeting to review a 
draft statute for the proposed 
body as prepared by a special 
committee formed by the QAF, 
and to endorse the first step 
towards the body's establish- 
ment, Abdul Jaber noted. 

"Once initialed, the proposed 
body is bound to play a major 
role in enabling Arab women to 
contribute more effectively to de- 
velopment,” Abdul Jaber added. 

The body, he said, will be 
entrusted with the task of intro- 
ducing new legislation pertaining 
to Arab women through contacts 
with decision-makers and other 
concerned authorities in Arab 
countries. It will also be entrusted 
with organising seminars, confer- 
ences and other activities condu- 
cive to the fulfilment of the 
body’s objectives, Abdul Jaber 
added. 

He said the preliminary meet- 
ing will be attended by repre- 
sentatives from the Ministry of 
Labour, the Higher Council of 
Science and Technology, the 
Ministry of Education and the 
University of Jordan. 

The meeting will be held under 
the chairmanship of Her Royal 
Highness Princess Basina, Presi- 
dent of the QAFs board of trus- 


tees.

Dutch probe extent of Islamic 
occupation at Tell Abu Sarbut 


AMMAN (J.T.) — In early 1988 
a Dutch excavation team worked 
during 5 weeks on Tell Abu 
Sarbut. located approximately 3 
kilometres northwest of Deir 
‘Alla in the central Jordan 
Valley. 

Aim of this preliminary' season 
was to investigate the extent of 
Islamic occupation on the site and 
to determine the feasibility of 
further excavations in 1989 and 
1990. The reason to start this 
investigation is the following; 

From historical sources we 
know that the Jordan Valley was, 
at times, an important economic 
area during the Islamic periods. 
In the Umayyad period occupa- 
tion and agriculture continued 
from the Byzantine period and 
new agricultural installations 
were built. 

The Abbasid and Faiimid 
periods are less well known, and 
the country seems to have been 


populated only sparsly. About 
the Ayyubid and Mamluke 
periods more is known, and the 
valley seems, again, to have been 
a prosperous -agricultural area. 

About daily life and the mate- 
rial culture in the villages during 
these periods, however, not much 
is known. Excavations at Pella 
and the Amman Citadel have 
yielded information about the 
continuity of life in the cities 
and about pottery dated to the 
earlier Islamic periods, but not 
much is known about life in the 
villages and the extent of the 
continuity of occupation there 
during Abbasid and Faiimid 
periods. Also the development of 
the Jordan Valley during the 
Ayyubid and Mamluke periods, 
when sugarcane was produced 
there on an industrial scale, re- 
mains unknown. 

The aim of the excavations at 
Tell Abu Sarbut is to investigate 


the material culture in a village 
during the Islamic period, to 
truce the development of it and to 
see whether any conclusions can 
be drawn about its relationship 
with the area around and cities 
nearhv. 


During the first season, found- 
ations of walls, floors, pits and 
courtyard layers m were found. 
Large amounts of sherds, mainly 
from rhe Umayyad and Ayyuhid- 
Mamluke periods, indicate a long 
occupation. Under the Islamic 
deposits, remains from an earlier 
Byzantine period were attested. 


Because the 1988 season was 
preliminary first season, it is to 
early to draw any conclusions 
We expect, however, based o 
this season, that Tell Abu Sarbt 
will yield much material remain 
from - rhe Islamic period and wj 
provide us with new insights int 
that period in the Jordan Valiev 
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Reservoirs of 
confidence 


THE meeting of representatives of 15 Arab countries and 
international financial organisations which opened here 
Monday to discuss financing the projected AJ Wahdah Dam 
on the Jordanian-Syrian border is a cause for celebration by 
all Arabs. Al Wahdah, the name of dam to be constructed at 
Maqaren, connotes unity and cooperation between Arab 
states, and the realisation of this Arab dream represents the 
kind of tangible infrastructure for Arab cooperation and 
coordination that all Arabs, especially Jordanians and 
Syrians, have sought for many decades. 

We deem such confidence-building measures as the Al 
Wahdah Dam as among the principal operational steps on 
the road to Arab unity. The Arab nation has been seeking 
unity and cooperation for many generations now but all 
passed efforts were essentially politically oriented. After 
many decades of efforts to unify the Arab world, we know 
that the realisation of Arab goals must take the path of 
building piece by piece the infrastructure of these lofty 
aspirations. 

We view the construction of Al Wahdah Dam as the kind 
of measure that will enhance the prospects for an eventual 
overall Arab unity. The estimated 120 million dollars cost of 
the dam will go a long way to bring Arab cooperation and 
coordination closer to the level that has remained elusive for 
much too long. The modest millions of dollars that will be 
spent on the project is the kind of investment in the Arab 
cause that should have begun a long time ago. Likewise the 
anticipated six and a half square kilometres reservoir of the 
dam will prove to be the sort of good will reservoir that will 
irrigate not only thousands of farm lands on both sides of the 
Syrian-Jordanian border but also quench the Arab thirst for 
concrete steps towards joint Arab action.

Election bravado 


A columnist in Al Ra’i Arabic daily believes that Israel’s relations 
with the Arabs in general and the Palestinians in particular will 
remain an essential element in the on-going Israeli campaign 
preceding the parliamentary elections. This has been imposed on 
the Israelis in view of the Palestinian uprising and since the two 
major parties are determined to continue to outbid one another 
not only in words but also in dealing with the Palestinians in a 
manner that would secure for them more votes in next month's 
elections, the writer Ibrahim Sakkijha says. Sakkijha says that in 
the time between now and the elections one should not be 
surprised if the Israelis resort to further repressive measures like 
driving the Palestinians out of their homeland en masse. One 
should not be surprised also to see the Israelis creating tension 
along their borders with the Arab countries and launching new 
invasions into Arab lands, he adds. Sakkijha is of the view that 
since the Americans are also involved in their own election 
campaigns, no blame will be directed from Washington against 
the Israelis if their generals step up campaigns against the 
Palestinians under their rule or against the neighbouring Arab 
states. 




The scope of collaboration

In the second of three articles. Dr. Souad Dajani of the Centre for 
International Affairs, Harvard University, outlines the terms of the 
Israeli-South African relationship. 


THE RELATIONSHIP between 
these two countries was launched 
officially in 1976, following the 
visit of South African Prime 
Minister Vorster to Israel. Dur- 
ing this visit the two countries 
reached an agreement to collabo- 
rate in three main military areas: 
conventional arms trade, nuclear 
technology and counterinsurgen- 
cy. We should keep in mind that 
these areas (especially the milit- 
ary) are. in June Hunter's words, 
shrouded in secrecy" and sub- 
icct to "tight (Israelii government 
censorship and careful phraseolo- 
gy. Published figures, which omit 
diamonds, uranium and arms 
sales, reveal a very minor trade 
relationship. Hunter points out 
that actual economic transactions 
are thought ro be five times the 
published figures and that Israel 
may well be South Africa's most 
important economic partner, 
even when omitting arms sales. 

By 1976. it became imperative 
for South Africa to have access to 
arms, since first Britain (1974) 
and then France (1975) had 
joined in upholding the arms 
embargo. It is not surprising that 
much of the 1976 Vorster visit to 
Israel revolved around major 
deals regarding military coopera- 
tion between the two regimes. 
These included agreements on 
the development, production and 
sale of weapons, personnel train- 
ing. intelligence and counterin- 
surgency cooperation, and. of 
special importance to Israel, nuc- 
lear collaboration. At this time. 
South Africa also committed -it- 
self to help in financing several 
Israeli defence projects and pro- 
vide much-needed steel to manu- 
facture armour for various Israeli 


weapons systems. 

Like Israel, one of South Afri- 


ca s major aims in acquiring 
weapons and technology was to 
enable it to become gradually 


self-sufficient and less dependent 
on outsiders for arms. For exam- 
ple, South Africa obtained from 
Israel a licence to produce the 
Dabur patrol boat (which it bad 
formerly imported from Israel) as 
well as the Gabriel missiles (cal- 
led Scorpion missiles in South 
Africa). A further indication of 
the U.S.-Israeli-South African 
triangle is exposed when examin- 
ing die development stage of the 
Kfir. As early as 1967, Israel and 
South Africa discussed "the pos- 
sibility of joint fighter produc- 
tion” and that the basis was laid 
for close collaboration between 
the aircraft industries of Israel 
and South Africa "that will soon 
result in the world's most adv- 
anced fighter rolling off the pro- 
duction lines in Israel. A more 
recent example of Israeli-South 
African collaboration in the area 
of aircraft is in the conversation 
and equipping of the South Afri- 
can Boeing 707 into a sophisti- 
cated surveillance aircraft (re- 
portedly to be used against South 
Africa's Black neighbours). 

Another means of South Afri- 
can-Israeli cooperation to enable 
South Africa to acquire arms in 
spite of the embargo is the estab- 
lishment of joint ventures be- 
tween the two regimes. These 
may take the form of combining 
South African capital with Israeli 
technological know-how and 
joint R & D ventures, or South 
Africa's provision of raw mate- 
rials, steel ot manpower in return 
for Israeli technology and manu- 
facturing capabilities. Such was 
the case, for example, with the 
production of the Merkava I tank 
— South Africa provided the 
metal for the armour. Israel the 
technological blueprint and their 
joint company, Iskoor. com- 
pleted its production. Other ex- 
amples include naval vessels, 
subs, artillery, small arms and a 


planned helicopter. 

South African-Israeli military 
collaboration is especially vital to 
what both perceive as their 
‘‘security” needs and to promote 
swift and effective counterin- 
surgency and intelligence-gather- 
ing operations. Israel has pro- 
vided South Africa with many of 
the devices proven effective in its 
own counterinsurgency and in- 
telligence efforts against the PLO 
and other “enemies” along its 
borders. 

In addition to training South 
African military and intelligence 
forces, Israel helped South Africa 
set up a border police force 
equipped withTsraeli night sights, 
microwave protection, detection 
systems, electronic fences and 
other necessary devices. Moreov- 
er, Israel contributes to the sup- 


evitable. so completely did each 
country meet the other's needs. 

By 1977, reports had circulated 
stating that South African en- 
riched uranium was being ex- 
changed for Israeli nuclear tech- 
nology. In spite of this close 
cooperation, however, there 
were still certain imperatives that 
had to be achieved. One was to 
keep abreast of all the latest 
technological developments in 
this field and the other was to test 
the weapons that were being de- 
veloped. 

With regard to the former, 
there are a few disquieting inst- 
ances where large amounts of 
enriched uranium were “lost" 
from the United States and 
Europe and found their way to 
Israel. Hunter maintains that the 
Israeli government recruited the

Nuclear collaboration 


Although this area has been 
shrouded -in total secrecy, many 
researchers agree that nuclear 
collaboration is one of the corner- 
stones of the Israeli-South Afri- 
can alliance. Neither state has 
signed the Nuclear Non-Prolif- 
eration Treaty, and both deny 
actually possessing nuclear 
weapons. With the tightening 
arms embargo around South 
Africa, and Israel’s increased dif- 
ficulty in obtaining legally and 
openly all the uranium it re- 
quired, an alliance between 
South Africa and Israel was in- 


Mossad itself to monitor develop- 
ments in the nuclear field around 
the world and acquire all the latest 
techniques for Israel. In a more 
recent incident, Israel illegally 
obtained 800 krytrons (devices or 
triggers for detonating nuclear 
weapons) from the United States. 
It appears that the same dealer 
who acquired these krytrons for 
Israel was an Israeli who had 
previously been involved in arms 
transfers between South Africa 
and Israel- 

The second consideration for 
both Israel and South Africa is 
not simply to possess the capabil- 
ity of manufacturing nuclear 
weapons but to make sure that 
these weapons work. It is widely 
believed that the explosion that 
took place off South Africa in 
1979 was precisely such a test. 
For a variety of reasons this 


In addition to expanding milit- 
ary and nuclear ties, the 1976 
Vorster visit to Israel resulted 
also in increased economic coop- 
eration between the two coun- 
tries. 

With the threat of new restric- 
tive economic sanctions to add to 
the existing arms embargo against 
South Africa, this state sought 
desperately for an easy outlet for 
its goods and the means to - ac- 
quire the necessary arms and 
technology. 

There are reports that during 
the “secret" Israeli trade delega- 
tion's visit to South Africa in 
August 1986, and agreement was 
concluded to provide South Afri- 
ca with the "economic lifelines" 
to enable it to bypass internation- 
al sanctions through “fronts" 
such as Israel and Taiwan." 

Although figures for arms and 
diamonds are not published in 
trade statistics. South Africa 
reaps vast profits from its di- 
amond trade with Israel, while 
Israel benefits arms sales to South 
Africa. 

Joint ventures 

Joint ventures between Israel 
and South Africa are rarher ex- 
tensive and include’ a wide range 
of both military and economic 
concerns, affording South Africa 
the opportunity to take advan- 
tage of Israel's free trade agree- 
ments with the European Econo- 
mic Community (1975) and the 
United States (1985) and to use it 
as a "springboard" to channel 
South African products on to the 
EEC and the United States. 


Israel is indispensable to South 
Africa, helping it to dreumvem 
the boycott on its products in the 
world market. Both countries 
reap the benefits of “disguising” 
South African goods with a 
"made in Israel" label and re- 
exporting them through Israel. If 
we keep in mind that huge South 
African investments in Israel 
make it difficult for any Israeli 
product not to have partial South 
African content, or to have used 
joint South African-Israeli facili- 
ties, then it is reasonable to con- 
clude that an increasing number 
of Israeli products entering the 
United States and EEC markets 
are partly South African. 

Furthermore, the implementa- 
tion of the Free Trade Area with 
Israel in 1985 and beyond opens 
the door for even more originally 
South African products to pass 
into the U.S. market. A number 
of new joint ventures were estab- 
lished between Israel and South 
Africa, and in the first four 
months alone of that year. South 
African exports to Israel increased 
by 70 per cent. South Africa has 
made no secret of its use of Israel 
to get products through to 
Europe. An official South Afri- 
can statement of 1985 discusses 
the role of Israeli businessmen as 
middlemen in channelling South 
African exports to Europe and 
the United States. Hunter also 
notes the involvement, since 
1980, of Israel's “official agri- 
cultural marketing agency," 
Agrexco, in marketing South 
African produce in the United 
States. 

Tfro aspects of Israeli-South 
African relations remain to be 
described. These concern the ex- 
tent of the American connection 
in the Israeli-South African 
alliance and more specifically, the 
opportunities provided both 
states by Israel's privileged trade 
status with the United States and 
Europe.

PARIS — .Most French ministers 
would give tbeir eye teeth to be 
able to take Le Monde caricatur- 
ist Jean Plantu to lunch. 

The baby- faced cartoonist, 
who lampoons the powerful in his 
daily sketches in the respected 
French daily newspaper, tells of 
ardent courtship by politicians 
hoping to win his friendship and 
blunt the sharpness of his pen. 

“There’s one who keeps ring- 
ing up and asking me for lunch — 
l know that my drawings upset 
him and he’s trying to win me 
over," Plantu, whose real name is 
Jean Palntureux, told Reuters in 


tures — he became quite sweet 
and I got fond of him... now a lot 
of people accuse me of being a 
Barrist."

an interview. 

But the 37-year-old artist, 
whose child-like simple sketches 
are the only illustrations accepted 
on the paper, prefers not to meet 
his victims for fear of losing his 
critical edge. 

"Take Chirac for example," 
says Plantu. referring to former 
Prime Minister Jacques Chirac, 
who has made it known that he 
detests the sketches in which he is 
regularly portrayed foaming hys- 
terically at the mouth. 

"He’s probably a nice guy. 
Maybe if I met him I'd take to 
him and I'd end up falling into his 
arms... I'm scared of flirting with 
politicians and losing my bite." 

Growing to love your charac- 
ters is potential hazard for the 
professional satirist. 

“I fell into my own trap with 
(Raymond) Barre," said Plantu, 
referring to the centrist leader, 
also a former prime minister. “In 
fact I really couldn't stand the guy 
but when \ started drawing him I 
found he had some cuddly fea- 


He depicts Barre as a smug 
medieval doctor in long black 
coat and hat, keen to submit 
France to some foul medical 
purgative, while telling his critics: 
“I told you so.” 

Some likenesses are particular- 
ly difficult to capture. Plantu rites 
Socialist Prime Minister Michel 
Rocard as a very tricky subject, 
despite his striking hawk-like pro- 
file. 

“Whenever cartoonists get 
together over a lunch or a coffee 
there’s always a moment when 
everyone falls silent and someone 
says: ‘Yes, but what about 
Rocard?’ and everyone groans." 

Plantu say his work is moti- 
vated by the same feeling of 
outrage and frustration that occa- 
sionally overwhelms anyone who 
reads the newspapers or listens to 
the radio news. 

“There are two things I hate 
and I try to fight against in my 
cartoons — violence and hypoc- 
risy," 

Although he admits to being on 
the left of the political spectrum. 
Plantu spares neither left nor 
right in his sketches, aiming his 
barbs equally at the French gov- 
ernment’s crack-down on Kanak 
rebels in the South Pacific terri- 
tory of New Caledonia or the 
latest separatist bombing in Cor- 
sica. 

One particularly biting sketch, 
drawn after a car bomb set by 
Basque separatists in Saragossa 
claimed II lives last year, shows 
two guerrillas walking away from 


Plantu has got used to receiving 
death threats from guerrilla 
groups fighting for Corsican or 
Basque autonomy. 

He has been known as “Plan- 
tu” ever since he was a gifted 
schoolboy whose greatest ambi- 
tion in life was to grow up to be 
like humorous french cartoonist 
Jean-Jacques Sempe. 

But his parents wouldn't hear 
of it. so he agreed to study 
medicine. 

He says he owes. his career to 
Chantal Meyer, then his girl- 
friend and now his wife, who 
joined the same medical course 
with one aim — to interrupt his 
studies and force him to follow 
his artistic inclinations. 

After two years he had done so 
badly he was thrown off the 
course. He promptly married 
Chantal, quarrelled with his pa- 
rents and moved to Brussels to 
start working in the comic strip 
industry. 

Having no qualifications is no 
disadvantage for the political car- 
toonist, says Plantu — in fact it's 
a prerequisite. 

“It’s such a hard career to get 
into, you have to knock on so 
many doors, that if yon had any 
other kind of qualifications at all 
you'd do something else. Ninety 
per cent of cartoonists have no 
diplomas of any kind." 

Many of his readers would say 
that after 16 years at Le Monde 
the left-wing rebel is starting to 
occupy shaky ground — his prime 
from page spot and ardent fol- 
lowing have made him an integral 
part of the establishment he sets 
out to attack. 

But Plantu claims that if he 
disappeared tomorrow no-one 
would notice the difference. 
“One month maybe and then 
someone else would come along 
and I*d be forgotten.”

WASHINGTON — After weeks 
of searching for an issue to arouse 
U.S. voters in the Nov. 8 pres- 
idential election. Michael Duka- 
kis has seized on the shortcom- 
ings of Republican vice-presiden- 
tial nominee Dan Ouayle. 

The Democratic presidential 
candidate hopes last week's de- 
bate between Ouavle and Demo- 
crat vice-presidenrial nominee 
Lloyd Benisen has opened the 
way for a new assault on the 
wisdom of his Republican oppo- 
nent, George Bush. 

“This was the first presidential 
derision that George Bush and I 
had to make." Dukakis said as he 
warmed to his new theme a day 
after the debate. “Judge us by the 
way we made it and who we 
chose. Ask yourself which one of 
us fulfilled his presidential obliga- 
tion in making that decision." 

The Dukakis campaign rushed 
out two television advertisements 
asking voters to consider whether 
they would be comfortable with 
Ouayle. a 41 -year-old senator 
from Indiana, sitting in the Oval 
Office. 

“One in five American vice 
presidents has had to rise to the 
duties of commander-in-chicf," a 
narrator says in one as the camera 
pans over photographs of Harry 
Truman. Lyndon Johnson, and 
Gerald Ford being sworn in as 
president. 

“For that job, after five months 
of reflection, George Bush made 
his personal choice; J. Dunforih 
Ouayle. 

"Hopefully, we will never 
know how great a lapse of judg- 
ment that really was.” 

“Quayle-bashing may prove 
critical to Dukakis's chances in 
the election. He has lost a large 
lead in opinion polls and now 
trails Bush narrowly — in part 
because he has lacked a consis- 
tent and compelling campaign 
message. 

“He has shown no discipline on

the issues, it's a different issue 
every day." Republican strategist 
Peter Teeley said of Dukakis.

Quayle has been dogged by 
charges he is an intellectual and 
political lightweight who used 
family influence in 1969 to win a 
spot in the home-based National 
Guard to avoid combat duty in 
Vietnam.

Shamir campaigns 
on vow of violence

DIMONA (AP) —Israeli Prime 
Minister Yitzhak Shamir drew 
chccis from a crowd in this working 
class town by vowing to use more 
force to quell the Palestinian up- 
rising in the occupied territories if 
he is reelected. 

He said Sunday he would never 
agree to an independent Palesti- 
nian state. Shamir said he would 
seek other ways of reaching peace 
with the Arabs. 

He told the AP he would prop- 
ose peace talks with Arabs on the 
basis of an “autonomy” plan out- 
lined in a 1979 treaty with Egypt. 

The idea has been rejected bv 
Palestinians, but Shamir said he 
would pursue it because “whoev- 
er wants to propose something 
the Arabs will accept, has to say 
goodbye to the state of Israel.” 

“i will initiate and attempt to 
persuade," Arab states to negoti- 
ate by this plan, Shamir said. "If 
they say no outright. I won’t be 
deterred." 

Shamir, head of the right-wing 
Likud Bloc, spoke after being 
flown by army helicopter to the 
Naqib desert, where he cam- 
paigned for five hours in three 
towns, including Dimona. 

Dimona is a Likud stronghold 
whose residents are mostly of 
Sephardi origin. Sephardi Israelis 
make up a large percentage of the 
country's disadvantaged and have 
long enjoyed more political influ- 
ence in Likud than in Labour. 

Ar an election rally later in the 
day before 3,000 supporters. Sha- 
mir issued a call for tough treat- 
ment of Palestinian protesters. 

Waving a fist in the air, Shamir 
unleashed attacks on Labour par- 
ty leader and Foreign Minister 
Shimon Peres, his main rival in 
the Nov. 1 parliamentary elec- 


tions. Shamir warned that Peres* 
"conciliatory" approach to the 
Arabs "is liable io bring us the 
greatest tragedy.” 

"If Likud wins, the Arabs will 
understand, there is no more 
hope for an international confer- 
ence or a Palestinian state." Sha- 
mir said. "Thcyll see they have 
to hold dialogue with the Likud 
and that we are ready for negotia- 
tion*. without preconditions.” 

"Conceding (territory) would 
mean returning to our choking 
borders of 1907,” Shamir said. 
"Whoever withdraws from (the 
West Bank and Gaza), opens (he 
door to a Palestinian state headed 
by Yasser Arafat." 

A Palestinian state, he said, 
"would be a trap. Every country 
would come to its aid — Amer- 
ica, the Soviet Union, Europe — 
there would be w3r forever." 

Shamir also promised to crush 
the uprising. 

He warned supporters against 
disrupting Labour Party rallies, 
after two Likud fans nearly broke 
up three Labour rallies this week, 
heckling Peres and calling him a 
traitor. In one town. Likud back- 
ers sprayed water from hoses at 
Labour ralliers Saturday. 

Another rally was disrupted 
Sunday when Peres toured the 
lower class Tel Aviv neighbour- 
hood of Kiar Shale m. Israel tele- 
vision reported. Labour re- 
portedly planned to protest the 
violence to the central elections 
committee Monday. 

The election campaign has 
grown tense largely over charged 
emotions generated by the upris- 
ing in the disrupted territories 
and because public opinion polls 
show both large parties at a vir- 
tual deadlock. 



Hoss rejects call 
for federal systei 


BEIRUT (AP) — Acting Prime Minister Salim A1 
Hoss warned Monday that partitioning Lebanon into 
sectarian mini-states would trigger endless wars 
among feuding factions. 


"I challenge the advocates of 
federalism cion or partition to draw 
up the borders of their cantons. 
This cannot be done.” Hoss told 
the Associated Press. 

He was responding to an ear- 
lier statement by Samir Geagea, 
leader of the main rightist militia, 
that federalisation was the only 
practical way to end the deadlock 
over presidential elections and 
Lebanon’s 13-year civil war. 

"Political decentralisation or 
federalisation will not, as some 
imagine, bring an end to the state 
of war. but will kindle an endless 
war on the borders of the can- 
tons.” Hoss said. 

"It will also lead to endless 
wars in the streets, alleys, hills, 
villages and towns,” Hoss 
warned. 

Lebanon has been without a 
president since Sept. 23, when 
President Amin Gemayel’s six- 
year-term ended. 

Parliament failed to convene 
before Gemayel’s exit to vore in a 
successor. Rightists boycotted 


three sessions called to elect a 
new head of state, blocking the 
election of Syrian-backed candi- 
dates. 

Two governments emerged 
with both struggling to claim legi- 
timacy. 

Minutes before his term ended, 
Gemayel handed power to Army- 
commander Michel Aoun, nam- 
ing him the caretaker prime 
minister of a six -man military 
cabinet. 

But all three Muslim officers 
appointed by the decree refused 
to take up their posts and the 
Muslim community declared alle- 
giance to Hoss’ incumbent gov- 
ernment.

Prince Nayef urges Islamic fight against drugs 


RfYADH (R) — Saudi Interior Minister Prince 
Nayef I bn Abdul Aziz urged Islamic countries’ 
information ministers Monday to fight dregs in 
their countries. In a statement ahead of a meeting 
in Jeddah of the ministers from the Organisation 
of Islamic Conference (OIC). Prince Nayef said: 
”1 would like to take this opportunity to urge 
information ministers of the Islamic countries to 
do whatever possible to fight this disease (drugs).” 


"We can not deny its existence and expansion 
among people of the Islamic World.” The two-day 
meeting of Islamic information ministers — the 
first of its kind — is to coordinate information 
policies among the 46 members of the OfC. Prince 
Nayef said in June that drug smuggling cases had 
fallen bv 40 per cent in (he kingdom after it 
introduced capital punishment for drug offences in 
March last vear. 


Egypt: Libya to blame for continued hostility 

KHARTOUM (AP) — Visiting Egyptian Prime 
Minister Atef Sedki Sunday poured cold water on 
Sudanese efforts to reconcile Egypt with Libya. 

Speaking at a news conference at the end of a 
two-day visit here. Sedki blamed Libya for a 
continued rift with his country that began in 1972 
when late President Anwar Sadat rejected a bid by 
Libyan leader Muammar Qadhafi to merge the 
two countries into one. "Egypt has more than once 
accepted these mediations but they fail because of 
reasons for which Egypt was not responsible." 


Sedki said with Sudanese Prime Minister Sadeq Al 
Mahdi on his side. “Egypt has not always been 
ready to accept the view points of Libya,” Sedki 
added without elaboration. Sudan and some other 
Arab and African countries have previously 
attempted unsuccessfully to mend fences between 
the two neighbours. Reconciling Egypt with Libya 
and Syria was one of the topics on Sedki’s agenda 
of talks with Mahdi and other Sudanese officiajs 
but Sedki made no reference to Syria in his 
comments. 


Locust swarms intensify in Sahel states 


ROME (R) — A new generation of desert locust 
are swarming across the Sahel countries of the 
Maghreb despite intensified control measures, the 
Food and Agriculture Organisation (FAO) said 
Monday. Director General Edouard Saouma said 
in a statement continuing rainfall had created 
highly favourable breeding conditions but up to 
now serious damage to crops had largely been 
prevented. Small sw arms have been reported in 
Algeria but most of the movement has been 
southwards, threatening Nigeria. Burkina Faso, 


south central Chad and Mali. Locusts have already 
reached Gambia and Cape Verde and in Senegal 
they caused severe damage to rice crops. Wide- 
spread breeding has occurred in northern Ethiopia 
and swarms have reached Djibouti and northern 
Somalia where a state of emergency was declared 
last week, FAO said. Swarms forming in Sudan 
and Ethiopia are likely to move either to winter 
breeding areas on the’ Red Sea coasr or to the 
Horn of Africa, it added. .

‘Shamir ordered killing 
of 1 2 Stern members’ 

TEL AVIV (AP) — A published report said Sunday Israeli Prime 
Minister Yitzhak Shamir ordered the execution or more than a dozen 
of his brothers-in-arms in an underground Jewish terrorist group 
during the British mandate of Palestine. 

The militant underground group, known as the Stern Gang and by 
its Hebrew acronym Lehi. carried out terrorist acts to undermine 
British rule in Palestine. 

Shamir was a member or Lehi’s three-man leadership after British 
police shot and killed Avrahara Stern, the group’s founder, in 1942. 

The group is known to have carried out a number of assassinations, 
with the victims including some of its own members. 

In 1948, Lehi guerrillas shot dead Swedish U.N. mediator Count 
Folke Bcrnadotte.

“ Sham ir gave an order to kin more than a dozen of Lehi members 
whom Lehi leadership viewed as traitors," historian Yosef Heller of 
Jerusalem’s Hebrew University said in an interview published by a 
Jerusalem weekend newspaper, Kol Hair. 

Heller, who based the assertion on his forthcoming book, “The 
Lehi: From Radical Right to National-Bolshevism,' ’ did not elaborate. 

Shamir denied the allegations through a spokesman, who .termed 
the statements “lies from A to Z.” 

Shamir also denied he ever discussed Lehi cooperation with Nazi 
Germany. Avraham Stern was considering such an alliance in his fight 
against the British, dispatching a Lehi member to meet a German 
diplomat in Beirut in 1940. 

The Bernadotle assassination, Helkr said in the interview, was 
carried out because Lehi “hoped to impress Josef Stalin that Jewish 
pre-state settlement was fighting against Anglo-American im- 
perialism.” 


Kabul jittery as deadline 
nears for Soviet pullout

KABUL — Rocket attacks and 
supply shortages are making 
residents of Kabul jittery, but 
most diplomats expect Sovier 
troops to leave Afghanistan 
ahead of schedule. 

Four months before the 
promised departure of the last 
of rhe Soviet troops who have 
supported the government for 
nine years, few residents of the 
Afghan capital appear 
confident of the prospects for 
peace. 

While bustling bazaars, noisy 
traffic and daily weddings 
make the city seem normal 
duringVthc day, after curfew at 
night 'Kabul is a ghost town, 
with only military vehicles on 
the streets. 

"We are afraid all the time. 
We are afraid of the men in 
uniform. We are afraid of the 
rockets.” said one man who 
would not give his name. 

Some commodities like sugar 
have disappeared from the 
market over the last few days 
and other basics such as flour 
have shot up in price. The 
Mujahedeen rebels fighting the 


government have cut the road 
to Pakistan and Western diplo- 
mats said people were hoarding 
goods in case this happens 
again in the winter. 

Nearly all diplomats are con- 
vinced that the Soviet troops 
will pull out before the Feb. 15 
deadline set in the April Gene- 
va accords signed by Kabul and 
Islamabad. 

They said all the troops 
might even return home before 
January and February snows 
make it hard to move heavy 
military equipment through 
high mountain passes. 

If no peace has been agreed 
by spring, the rebels could cut 
. roads to the capital, limit air 
supplies by the use of missiles, 
and step up rocket attacks. 
Five people died in such 
attacks in Kabul and a village 
of southern Kandahar province 
at the weekend, according to 
Kabul Radio. 

One diplomat said the Soviet 
Union was waging an intensive 
effort to secure peace in the 
hope that the ruling People's 
Democratic Party of Afghanis- 
tan (PDPA) could be pre- 
served, preferably in a coali- 
tion government.

India imports 1.4 million ton- 
nes of fertilisers a year and 
400,000-450,000 tonnes of 
potash. 

"The JPMC directly employs 
4,000 workers and 1,000 others 
are employed by contractors 
working for the company, in 
addition to the employment of 
drivers for 3,000 cars and trucks 
and railroad workers. 

Azar told the Jordan Times 
that work on the new Shidieh 
mine has stoned and that produc- 
tion will start by the end of this 
year. The Shidieh mine will gra- 
dually replace A1 Hasa and A1 
Abiad mines which are becoming 
more expensive to exploit. Azar 
said. 


Last year, the JPMC produced 
6,850,000 tonnes of phosphates. 
The Shedieh plant is expected to 
cost up to S250 million by the 
time of completion and expansion 
in 1995. to produce up to eight 
million tonnes a year. 

“We are reevaluating the pro- 
cessing procedure and system.” 
Azar said in an interview. “With- 
in 1989, we will float tenders for 
storing and handling equipment 
including loading facilities for 
trucks and trains for production 
of three million tonnes. The in- 
frastructure is designed for six 
million tonnes and is expected to 
reach seven to eight million by 
the end of the century.” 

The JPMC is moving the bulk 
of its operations to Shidieh be- 
cause it becomes more economic 
to exploit than in the Hasa and 
Abiad mines because of the high- 
er cost of digging deeper in the 
already exploited mines. Last 
year export profit stood at nearly 
$50 million. 

According to Azar, world mar- 
ket prices improved in 1988 over 
the previous five years. Jordan 
sold 5.8 million tonnes, reflecting 
a slight increase in exports by 
four to twelve per cent. He ex- 
pected this year's profits to reach 
between S45 million to $50 mil- 
lion. 

Jordan is the world's third 
largest exporter of phosphates 
and the fifth largest producer 
after the United States, the 
Soviet Union. Morocco and 
China.

long-delayed trade protocols with 
Israel this week. 

The parliament previously 
could not raise the necessary 
majority to endorse the tariff- 
cutting agreements in protest at 
Israel’s "tough handling of a 
Palestinian uprising in the occu- 
pied West Bank and Gaza Strip. 

Five Gaza citrus companies re- 
ceived permits from the Israeli 
civil administration, an arm of the 
defence ministry, to export 3,000 
tonnes of grapefruit from Ashdod 
port to Rotterdam starting in 
mid-November.

U.S. bank seeks breakup 
of Israel’s biggest company 


TEL AVTV (R) — An American 
bank, in a move that could hurt 
the Labour Party in next month’s 
general election, has filed a law 
suit to break up Israel’s biggest 
industrial concern, the trade un- 
ion-owned Koor Industries. „ 

Bankers Trust, Koor’s largest 
foreign creditor, filed the suit in a 
Tel Aviv court Sunday, deman- 
ding immediate repayment of a 
$20 million loan, a Koor spokes- 
man said. 

The court gave Koor 10 days to 
respond to the suit. 

The spokesman said Koor. 
which employs 27,000 workers 
and produces 10 per cent of 
Israel’s p-oss national product, 
would fight what he called unfair 
pressure. He said Koor had a 
moral obligation to deal even- 
handedly with all its creditors. 

The suit could hardly come at a 
worse time for the Labour Party. 

Its opponents in the election. 
Prime Minister Yitzhak Shamir's 
right-wing Likud bioc, accuse the 
Histadrut labour federation 
which owns Koor of bureaucratic 


economic incompetence. 

“I’m sure it was (filed) because 
of the sensitivity before the elec- 
tions,” Koor Managing Director 
Benny Gaon said in a television 
Interview. 

It is unlikely that any action 
will be taken against the firm as 
talks between Koor, the Histad- 
rut-owned Bank Hapoalim and 
Bank of Israel officials got under- 
way to find a solution. 

Israel radio reported Israel was 
holding talks with Bankers Trust 
in the United States to reach a 
settlement out of court. 

The company, which in June 
reported record losses for 1987 of 
$250 million, owes foreign banks 
some $405 million. Koor manu- 
factures a wide variety of indust- 
rial and consumer equipment as 
well as -chemicals ana food pro- 
ducts. 

It renegotiated many of the 
loans in July after appointing new 
management and embarking on a 
recovery programme that in- 
volved dismissing 4,000 workers. 

In a statement issued through a 


Tel Aviv law firm, Bankers Trust 
said all attempts over the last 
three weeks had foiled to obtain 
repayment of the debt, which 
Koor declared it would not repay. 

“The court is requested to 
order the liquidation of Koor 
because of its being insolvent and 
unable to repay, by its own 
admission, the amounts of the 
debt,” it said. 

Labour leader and Foreign 
Minister Shimon Peres met eco- 
nomic aides in an urgent effort to 
find a solution. Likud, currently 
Labour's partner in a national 
unity government, supports the 
privatisation of the Histadrut 
business empire. 

’ The Jerusalem Post quoted 
economic officials as saying the 
government would stand behind 
Koor Industries and act to pre- 
vent a breakup of the company. 

The Koor spokesman said: 
“Koor will do everything in its 
power to prevent a dismantling.” 

He said there was no logic in 
the bank's action, since it would 
gain nothing by dismantling the 
firm.

(Israeli) interministerial commit- 
tee really understood the prob- 
lem and have been really forth- 
coming,” he told Reuters. 

The agriculture ministry said in 
a statement: “With the start _of_ 
the exports according to the 
agreement between Israel and the 
European market, we hope for 
quick approval (of the trade pro- 
tocols).”

Iranian 

‘riyal 

fever* 

cools 

ABU DHABI, United Arab 
Emirates (AP) — Currency deal- 
ers said Monday speculators are 
keeping Iranian money off the 
currency exchange market in 
hopes that successful peace talks 
will send the rate soaring parallel 
to the surge after the ceasefire in 
the eight-year Gulf war. 

One banker in the United Arab 
Emirates (UAE). speaking on 
condition of anonymity, said “the 
unprofessional public” in the 
Gulf “sought easy profit from the 
speculated difference in the ex- 
change rate after peace.” 

Dealers in the UAE said that 
1.000 Iranian riyais sold for four 
UAE dirhams ($1.08). but an 
hour after Iran accepted the ceas- 
efire July 18, the rate suddenly 
jumped to 5.50 dirhams ($1.48) 
for 1,000 riyais. 

“Everyone was expecting the 
riyal to improve further." said 
another banking source . 


AMMAN (Petra, J.T.) — A Fin- 
nish economic delegation left 
Amman Monday at the end of a 
two-day visit during which its 
members held talks with Jorda- 
nian officials on promoting bi- 
lateral cooperation in economic 
and trade fields. 

The talks culminated in the 
signing of a five-year renewable 
agreement designed to expand 
and deepen mutual relations in 
economic, industrial and tech- 
nological fields. 


Under the agreement, the two 
sides pledged to facilitate, streng- 
then, diversify and expand trade 
between them and to encourage 
and help implement economic 
programmes, and pave the way 
for industrial; technological and 
economic cooperation. 

The Finnish team was led by 
Alec Aalto, deputy director 
general of the Finnish foreign 
ministry who signed the agree- 
ment with Ministry of Industry 
and Trade Secretary-General 
Mohammad Saqqaf. 


ECONOMIC NEWS BRIEFS 


TCC to expand Balqa network 

SALT (Petra) — The Telecommunications Corporation (TCC) 
plans to install an additional six electronic telephone switchboards 
to add at least 10.560 telephone lines in the Balqa region, 
according to a TCC spokesman here Monday. He said the new 
lines will benefit Salt, Allan. Kafrain, Karama, Barqa, Subeihi 
and Masri areas within the govemorate. The total cost of the 
project, he said, is expected to’ amount to JD 4 million, and work 
will begin as soon as the TCC finalises studies of bids prior to 
awarding the contract to a firm, the spokesman said. The project, 
he added, was part of a general TCC plan to ensure better 
telecommunications sendees to the Balqa region. 

IMO to aid developing countries 

VALLETTA, Malta (AP) — The U.N. International Maritime 
Organisation (IMO) opened an institute in- Malta last week to 
train _ specialists from developing countries in maritime law. 
“Legal expertise in this field is almost non-existent in developing 
countries,” said Chandrika Prasad Strivastava. the IMO secret- 
ary-general. “The high costs involved .in hiring expertise from 
the developed countries has marred the development and 
updating of maritime law in developing countries around the 
world,” he added. He said the new institute would complement' 
the IMO's International Maritime University in Sweden. 

3,500 GCC projects cost $1 6 billion 

RIYADH, Saudi Arabia (AP) — The six members of the Gulf 
Cooperation Council h-ve invested 60 billion riyais ($16 billion) 
in more than 3.500 regional industrial projects in the last decade. 
Saudi Arabia's industry minister announced last week. Abdul 
Aziz A! Zamil. addressing a conference of GCC industrial 
ministers, underlined the importance of developing the region’s 
industries, particularly in aluminium, petrochemicals, iron and 
steel and cement. “We are determined to attain self-sufficiency in 
these fields," he stressed. 

Sudan to increase taxes 

KHARTOUM (R) — Sudanese Finance Minister Omar Nour A1 
Dayem was quoted last week as saying taxes would be raised to 
help pay for damage caused by severe floods in August. Al 
Khartoum newspaper quoted Dayem as saying the government 
would also cut spending so more resources could be diverted to 
rebuilding after the floods, which made about two million people 
homeless and washed away roads and railways. He gave no details 
of the tax hikes but Western analysts suggested they were 
designed to encourage the International Monetary Fund (IMF) 
and the World Bank to provide more aid. The World Bank has 
already pledged $75 million to help repair infrastructure damaged 
in the floods. The Sudanese News Agency (SUN A) quoted a 
government official as saying Iost Wednesday the country needed 
at least $1 billion to repair flood damage.

JPC collects 
JD 21.8 million 
in 8 months 


AQABA (Petra) — Jordanian 
phosphate exported via Aqaba 
last August accounted for 54 per 
cent of the total Jordanian ex- 
ports in that month, according to 
Jordanian Ports Corporation 
(JPC) Director-General Eid Al 
Fayez. 

He said that during August a 
total of 216 vessels docked at the 
port, registering 6.4 increase over 
the figures of the previous month, 
but the total volume of goods 
handled during August at the 
port registered a five per cent 
decline compared to July. 

Fayez said that the corporation 
collected JD 3.2 million in re- 
venues during August 1988. reg- 
istering a 21.1 per cent over the 
figures of the same month of 
1987. He added that the total 
revenues collected by the cor- 
poration during the first eight 
months of 1988 amounted to JD 
21.8 million against nearly JD 
20.5 million in the same period of 
I9K7.

Canadian hopes stalled 

GUATEMALA CITY (AP) — Canadian hopes for abenti in the 
1990 World Cup in Italy were stalled Sunday * as the Canada's 
national soccer team lost 1-0 to Guatemala. Byron Jerez sent 
30,000 fans at Olympico stadium wild when he scored for the 
Guatemalan team on a penalty kick in the 19th minute of the first 
half. The second match of the two-gume series will be played Oct. 
15 in Burnaby, B.C. 

Austria leads in chess Olympiad 

VENICE (R) — The first day's play of the eighth world team 
Olympiad Sunday left Austria well ahead in Group A. Alone of 
the 56 competing nations, the runners up in the 1984 Olympiad 


scored a maximum 25 points in ail three matches. In the same 
group Poland, the reigning champions, overcame the United 
States, strong favourites in the betting, by 21-9. The easier Group 
B is tightly bunched, with former Olympiad champions Brazil 
narrowly ahead. 

Falcons cornerback dies 


LAWRENCEVILLE (AP) — Atlanta Falcons cornerback David 
Croudip died early Monday after suffering seizures at his home, 
police said. He was 29. The. cause of death was not immediately 
determined, said police detective Larry Walton. Walton said the 
crew of an ambulance summoned by Croudip's wife found him 
suffering seizures. 

Tanzanian wins Berlin marathon 

WEST BERLIN (R) — Tanzanian Suleiman Nyambui became 
the first man to win the West Berlin marathon two years in a row 
Sunday when he beat Greek outsider Spyros Andriopoulos in a 
race hampered by rain and wind. Nyambui clocked two hours 11 
minutes 45 seconds to win from Andriopoulos (2:12:04) and 
Ethiopia’s Ttilu Mekonen (2:12:29). The time was 34 seconds 
slower than his winning effort last year and well outside the course 
record of 2:11:03 seconds set in 1986 by Poland’s Doguslav 
Psujek. 

Tyson not distracted by divorce 

CLEVELAND ( AP) — Undisputed heavyweight champion Mike 
Tyson says he doesn’t plan to let a divorce lawsuit filed by his 
wife, actress Robin Givens, stand in the way of preparations for 
his next title defence. Promoter Don King said Tyson would be 
training at the promoter's camp in Orwell, about 65 kilometres 
east of Cleveland, before fighting Frank Bruno in December. 
Tyson extended his professional record to 31 wins and no losses 
June 27 when he knocked out Michael Spinks after 91 seconds in 
his latest title defence. He said he did not plan to contest the 
divorce suit filed in Los Angeles Friday by his wife. "I'm not 
going to go into details. I’m only human." Tyson said calmly. 

Tal leads Kasparov 

REYKJAVIK (R) — Former Soviet world champion Mikhail Tal 
led the world cup chess tournament after six rounds with a 
half-point margin ahead of current champion Garry Kasparov. 
Tal, world champion in I960, defeated Hungarian grandmaster 
Lajos Portisch in 40 moves with a slashing king-side attack. He 
has 4.5 points of a possible six, half a point ahead of three other 
Soviet stars — Kasparov, Alexander Beljavksy and Artur 
Yusupov.

Edberg wins Basle Grand Prix; 
Evert receives title No. 1 57 


BASLE (R) — Top-seeded Swede Stefan Edberg 
ended hopes of a first-ever home triumph in the 
Basle Tennis Grand Prix when he beat Jakob Hlasek 
of Switzerland 7-5, 6-3, 3-6, 6-2 in the final Sunday. 


Yet the Wimbledon champion 
and world number three needed 
all his councraft and experience 
to overcome the Prague- bom 
Swiss Davis Cup player, seeded 
sixth. 

Hlasek, bidding to become the 
first Swiss winner of the tourna- 
ment in its 15-year history, re- 
fused to be overawed by his 
opponent's ranking and reputa- 
tion. 

In a classic exibition of serve 
and volley tennis, a service break 
to love in the 12th game was 
enough to give the number one 
seed the first set in 37 minutes. 

The contest effectively looked 
over when the London-based 
Swede cruised through the 
second set with a fourth-game 
service break, but Hlasek hit 
back to keep alive his hopes of a 


first-ever Grand Prix win. 

Hlasek reduced the deficit to 

2- 1 in secs by breaking the Swede 
for the first time in the eighth 
game to go 5-3 ahead, and held 
serve for the set. 

Edberg, a winner here in 1985 
and 1986. shifted into top gear in 
the fourth set. Using his full 
repetoire of strokes, he held his 
service to love, and took the next 
eight points Kith some breathtak- 
ing textbook power tennis to go 

3- 0 up. 

The Swede faltered briefly in 
the seventh game when he fought 
off a service break to go 5-2 up. 

But the Swiss, who had ousted 
Americans Aaron Krickstein and 
Jimmy Connors, seeded three 
and two respectively, tamely sur- 
rendered his own service to love 
in the eighth game. 


Edberg, who raised his tally of 
Grand Pnx triumphs to 18 with 
his thied this year, collected 
548,000.

In the northern Montenegrin 
town of Niksic, several thousand 
steel mill workers Monday con- 
tinued to strike for a second day. 
rallying outside factory manage- 
ment offices, witnesses said. 

In the Montenegrin capital of 
Titograd. 450 kilometres south- 
west of Belgrade, about 1,000 
construction workers who had led 
a rally of 20,000 people Friday 
gathered inside factory gates to 
call again for the ouster of local 
communist leaders, Tanjug said.

Aquino. 

Anti-graft court Justice 
Romeo Escareal issued the rul- 
ing a month before the court 
begins a pre-trial bearing on 
allegations that Marcos re- 
ceived. millions of dollars in 
kickbacks from Japanese com- 
panies daring his 20-year rule. 

Aquino has barred Marcos's 
return from exile in Hawaii, 
calling him a threat to national 
security. 

Escareal said Marcos's re- 
turn was a political question 
beyond the reach of- his court 
and one only Aquino could 
resolve. 

He suggested Marcos could 
challenge the ban by. elevating 
his case to the Supreme Courts 

The 71 -year-old Marcos, 
who has lived in Hawaii since 
being ousted in a 11986 popular 
revolt, had asked Escareal to 
Order the government to issue 
travel documents so he could 
defend himself personally in the 
Nov. 7-9 hearings. 

Former Public Highways 
Minister Baltazar Aquino 
who is to testily at the hearings, 
said in an affidavit he collected 
commissions from Japanese 
companies for Marcos and de- 
sposited them in the former 
president's bank accounts in 
Hong Kong. 

A government report said 
Marcos and some aides re- 
ceived between 1966 and 198] 
at least S47.7 million in alleged 
kickbacks from Japanese firms 

Marcos has been pressing 
Aquino to lift the ban on him, 
saying he also wants to attend 
the funeral of his- mother, who 
died five months ago and has 
.remained unburied. 





RANGOON ( AP) — Some 1 ,000 
guerrillas trying to seize a govern- 
ment post fought fierce battles 
with soldiers Monday along the 
river border with Thailand, a 
government spokesman said. 

The Karen guerrillas raided 
perimeter outposts Sept. 26, then 
sent reinforcements to attack 
government troops at Metbawaw 
on the western bank of the Moei 
River, said spokesman Kyaw 
Sann. 

More than 150 shells from mor- 
tars and recoiless rifles, fired from 
the Thai side of the river, crashed 
into Methawaw Sunday, he told a 
news conference. Shells fired by 
the guerrillas inside Burma also 
struck Thai territory, he said. 

The area is about 210 


kilometres northeast of Rangoon. 

Kyaw Sann, who gave no 
casualty figures, said the fighting 
continued Monday “in the second 
biggest engagement” since Sept. 
23 when government forces drove 
back some 2,000 guerrillas of the 
Burma Communist Party from 
Mong Yang in the east. 

The government had said more 
than 200 communist guerrillas 
and 47 soldiers, including five 
officers, were killed in that fight- 
ing. The communists attacked the 
government outpost at Mong 
Yang, but were driven back by 
additional soldiers. 

The Karens, an ethnic-based 
group, and the communists are 
the country’s two most powerful 
insurgencies. They have been 


fighting the government for de- 
cades, the Karens seeking greater 
autonomy for their areas. 

Kyaw Sann also acknowledged 
more than 3,000 students had 
joined the rebel groups since 
military commander General Saw 
Maung seized power in Rangoon 
Sept. IS. He said some were 
receiving miiirary training. 

Officials of three rebel groups 
told reporters Sunday in Thailand 
that some 4.000 students and 
other civilians had joined their 
ranks. Students were at the fore- 
front of recent pro-democracy 
demonstrations in Rangoon, hut 
they were driven underground by 
Saw Maung's troops, who have 
killed at least 440 people since 
the takeover. 


Pope calls for economic 
restructuring in France 


METZ. France (AP) — Pope 
John Paul II called Monday for 
“a new ecunomic restructuring" 
in an homily delivered to Roman 
Catholics in an industrial region 
of France afflicted by the decline 
of mining and heavy industry. 

At a mass in Metz on the third 
day of his four-day trip to north- 
eastern France, the pontiff urged 
Roman Catholics to look to their 
faith for courage in confronting 
crisis in society. ■ 

“Today the economic recession 
is leaving a large number of resi- 
dents of Lorraine without work." 
he told thousands of people pack- 
ed into the soaring gothic cathed- 


ral of Saint Etienne in Metz. 

“It is a difficult problem. You 
are all invited to do everything 
you can to bring about a new 
economic restructuring that will 
offer everyone the possibility of 
work and a dignified life." 

Although the Alsace-Lorraine 
region reports an unemploy- 
ment rate only slightly higher 
than the national average of 10.5 
per cent.. the jobless rate in in- 
dustrial cities in the region is 
higher. 

The decline in heavy industry 
and mining has particularly hurt

during the industrial boom years 
of the 1960s and 1970s and now 
make up nearly 10 per cent of the 
population of Metz and the sur- 
rounding area.

Make-or-break week for 
U.S. presidential campaign 


WASHINGTON (R) — Demo- 
crat presidential nominee 
Michael Dukakis Monday heads 
into what analysts say could be a 
crucial week in determining 
whether he or Republican 
George Bush become president. 

In the presidential debate sche- 
duled for later in the week,. 
Dukakis may have his last chance 
to upstage Vice-President Bush 
and reverse the Republican's lead 
in the opinion polls. 

By increasing attacks on Re- 
publican vice-presidential candi- 
date Dan Quayle. Dukakis has 
regained some of the political 
momentum that has eluded him 
since his Julv nomination. 


"If (the Democrats) can build 
this week, and if Dukakis does 
well in the debate, then I think 
they've got a chance," conserva- 
tive political analyst Kevin Phil- 
lips said on television. 

“But if they don't build this 
week and Dukakis doesn’t do 
well (in the debate), then l think 
Bush will take it,” he said. 

Bush narrowly leads Dukakis 
in opinion polls. Newspaper sur- 
veys place Bush well ahead in the 
state-by-state contest for elector- 
al votes that actually decide the 
presidency, but still lacking the 
27(1 needed to win. 

The debate, the second and last 


scheduled between the two candi- 
dates. will be in Los Angeles 
Thursday or Friday, depending 
on the outcome of the world 
series baseball playoffs Sunday. 

There. Bush told a rally of 
■Eastern European immigrants 
and descendants that “none of us 
will ever forget that there is not 
freedom in Eastern Europe." 

Dukakis said in an interview 
published Sunday that he plans to 
attack Bush more in the coming 
weeks after being stung by Bush's 
repeated attacks on Dukakis's 
patriotism, political philosophy 
and records on crime and the 
environment.

2 tankers collide, cause oil spill 

KUALA LLJMPUR (AP) — Two oil. tankers collided early 
Monday in the Singapore Straits, causing an oil spill over a 
5.1 -square-kilometre area, an official said. No one was injured in 
the collision between the Century Dawn and the Asean Energy, 
said Captain Jaafar Lamri. head of the Maritime Search and 
Rescue Coordination Centre in Port Klang. 30 kilometres west of 
here. Jaafar told the Bemama news agency the Century Dawn, 
carrying more than 9.UU0 cubic metres of crude, and the empty 
Asean Energy collided about 16 kilometres south of Penggerang 
off southern’ Johore State. The collision badly damaged the 
Century Dawn, causing its cargo to spill over a five-square- 
kilometre area. Lamri said. The Singapore Marine Department 
has deployed boats to dean up the spill. 

Yugoslav train wreck kills 33 

BELGRADE (AP) — At least 33 people were killed and several 
others injured when two cars of an express passenger train 
derailed at a station in eastern Yugoslavia Sunday, the state 
Tanjug news agency reported Monday. The 7:20 p.m. (1820. 
GMT) crash in Lapovo. some 80 kilometres south of Belgrade, 
was initially thought to have killed 20 people, police said. The 
train was on a regular run from the southern city of Skoplje to 
Belgrade when its last two cars jumped off the rails at full speed at 
the Lapovo station and rammed into an engine of a parked freight 
train, Tanjug said. A Belgrade radio report described the impact 
as “tremendous.” Initial findings suggest that technical failure, 
rather than human error, was the cause of the accident as the 
engine driver reportedly entered the station observing all signals 
and did not exceed speed limits, (he agency said. 

Gas forces evacuation of U.S. town 

NITRO, West yirginia (R) — Police evacuated 3,500 people 
from this small industrial town Sunday as experts prepared to 
destroy a cylinder of lethal cyanide gas. J.R. Smith, chief of the 
West Virginia State Police, said the cylinder had been found along 
with other potentially hazardous materials in the warehouse of a 
chemical company that went out of business a month ago. Experts 


from the Environmental Protection Agency (EPA) prepared to 
blow up the cylinder, which Smith described as a virtual time 
bomb because of rusting and decay. "They'll -explode it and burn 
it.” Smith said, adding that the experts were working slowly and 
with extreme caution because "they're afraid that just by touching 
it may cause something.” 

Medical pioneer, wife die together 

MIAMI (AP) — Frank Gollan. who isolated the polio virus and 
invented the first heart-lung machine, and his wife died at their 
home in what their son said appeared to be a double suicide. “My 
father made various allusions to suicide.” said Andy Gollan. 
adding he believes his father and stepmother each’ look an 
overdose of pills Wednesday night. Gollan. 78. left a note 
explaining that he and his 81 -year-old wife. Alice, were concerned 
about their deteriorating health. The couple's bodies were 
discovered late Thursday afternoon when neighbours noticed thev- 
had not picked up their mail or newspaper. A spokesman for the 
Dade County Medical Examiner's Office said the deaths would 
not be classified until the results of toxicology tests are in. which 
could take up to two weeks. Gollan had polio as a child and grew 
up determined to find a cure. 

Taiwan to produce own jet fighter 

TAIPEI (AP) — Taiwan plans to finish a prototype of its first 
locally developed jet fighter by the end of the year, the defence 
ministry announced Sunday. The ministry said the military-run 
Chungshan Science Institute in northern Taiwan plans mass 
production of the fighter next year. The statement from the 
ministry said development of the fighter began in 1983 after 
Taiwan experienced difficulty in purchasing weapons from 
abroad. The statement did not say whether the plane was being 
built Kith U.S'. assistance, although the Star-Telegram newspaper 
of Fort Worth, Texas, reported in May that the General 
Dynamics Corporation has secretly helped Taiwan develop a new 
fighter plane for the past three years. The Americans assisted 
some 100 Taiwanese engineers with the design, a programme 
approved by the U.S. State Department but operated quietly to 
avoid offending China, according to the report.
